The CQ WW DxX SSB Contest Next Weekend 

The CQ WW is the largest Amateur Radio competition in the world. Over 35 000 participants 
take to the airwaves on the last weekend of October (SSB) and November (CW) with the goal of making 
as many contacts, with as many different DXCC entities and CQ Zones, as possible. 

The CQ WW DX SSB Contest runs from 00:00:01 UTC on Saturday 26 October to 23:59:59 UTC 
on Sunday 27 October with activity on 160 to 10 meters. The exchange is an RS report and your CQ 
Zone. For South Africa, that is Zone 38. Find all the information about this contest at

60 Metres in Portugal 

Jose, CT1EEB reports that, “I have been noticing that several stations have been using the 60 
m band in Portugal using their own CEPT License. 

The use of 5 MHzis only authorized in Portugal with a special authorization from ANACOM due 
to the fact that the band is shared with the military. The WRC-15 frequencies and the still authorized 
older frequencies of 5 288.5, 5 371.5, 5 380.5 and 5403.5 are not included in the CEPT privileges in 
this country. This is valid for CT8, Azores and CT9, Madeira, as well. 

So, all stations signing CT7/xxxxx/p are not legally transmitting on 5 MHz and might cause 
ANACOM to act, unless they got the permit to do so.
